There are Important points to re- 
member in passing, The moment to 
make a pass ts Immediatcly beforo 
being tackled; and tho pass should 
be made sufficiently wide to cnsure 
that It is not intercepted by an 
opponent. 

Much Ineffective passing is caused 
by forwards disposed to leave thelr 
pass a split second too late, even 
when they are not closely chal> 
longed. A safety-frst device to a 
forward is first to draw his oppon- 
ent before taking his pass, as this Js 
then likely. to be of greater valuc,. 

_ There are three Kinds of passca, 
namely, sqyunre, diagonal and. the 
“through.” The square pass is hit 
or pushed almost in front .of an 
opponent; the diagonal pass is a fre~ 
quent one to the wingers from the 
Inside forwards or halves. With o 
square pass a player should execute 
it some three yards in front of his 
opponent, always taking care to con~ 
coal his‘intentions up to the time of 
passing. The direction of the pass 
should be such as to ennble the for- 
ward to whom it is given to take 
the’ ball in his stride. . 


~ Faulty-Passing. 


Individuolly a line of forwards 
may all be specdy but as a line, speed 
Is of Uttle avail if passes arc faulty. 
Unless. passes are made properly, 
forwards will be checked in their 
girlde, They have to stop to gather 
up passes which are hit of them ine 
wren of being sent slightly ahead of 

hem. 


As. the “through” pass is hit 
straight down-field and well shead of 
an opponent, it cannot be effective 
with such precision ag o square or Oo 
diagonal pass. Naturally the finest 
form of combination lies in its wide 
variation, Passing should never be- 
come stereotyped or made too obvious 
to opponents.
